Each 
of us is subject to the care and 
preservation of our "vested 
interests" and we resent anyone 
or anything that tends to "rock 
our boat1'. 


Where the "slip" shows as far 


as the Daily News is the ob- 
viousness of the letter and the 
prominence given it on the 
editorial page. Such prominence 
detracts from the necessary 
impartiality 
vital 
to 
a 


newspaper intent on serving the 
community with unbiased facts, 
undistorted 
by 
human 


hypotheses, and as nearly as 
possible intelligently verified. 
Such action lends credence to a 
nickname of the DAILY VIEWS 
instead of the hoped for DAILY 
NEWS. And no doubt as you re- 
read the letter in question, and 
face facts courageously you will 
concede the obviousness of your 
slip indeed showing. 


The truth is never welcomed, 


as Israel the prophet Micaiah 
demonstrates in II Kings 22, 


when King Ahab of Israel throws 
him back in prison for telling 
unpleasant facts; nor is the 
truth pleasant to Tigranes, King 
of Kings who chopped off the 
head of a messenger who ad- 
vised him that a Roman Legion 
was invading his ei'fipire.

American Opinion received any 
better treatment. For most of us 
like to have our ears "tickled" 
by things we want to hear by 
which simple technique "silly 
women have been led captive" 
down through the ages.

Editor, and we persist in trying 
to bake a cake! The incumbent 
sheriff has been ineffective in 
establishing morale.

should have. Proposition 2 does 
not give the county any right to 
create any county office. This 
power could be com pletely 
usurped by the legislature, 
except in charter counties,” the 
petition 
read. 
It 
added, 


"Proposition 2 would completely 
eliminate the concept of con­ 
stitutional officers elected by 
and responsible to the electorate 
of the county. 
It would entirely eliminate the 
constitutional mandate that 
counties shall have sheriffs, 
co u n ty 
c le r k -r e c o r d e r s, 
treasurers, 
coroner-public 
administrators, district at­ 
torneys, auditors, assessors, 
superintendents of schools, etc. 
The proposition eliminates the 
requirement that the legislature 


shall provide by general ana 
uniform laws for county offices 
and their terms.”

There was a news story from San Francisco one day last week 


reporting the great hit some policemen made at Mission High 
School with a singing and rock music act And, the news story 
reported, Police Chief Al Nelder spoke to the students just long 
enough to present a check for $358 he had helped raise to buy 
warmup jackets for a school team. 


There was another story about Governor Reagan speaking at a 


Town Hall meeting in Anaheim calling on students to help put down 
violence on campuses by pointing out those who threw the rocks 


Then there was a third story, from Berkeley, reporting that is 


University of California students presented Chancellor Roger W. 
Heyns, a document demanding that professors on the Berkeley 
campus either teach classes as originally constituted or not be 
paid. 


All three of those incidents have the common background of 


student unrest — even the happy occasion of the Mission High 
School assembly entertained by San Francisco policemen. Chief 
Nelder and his men may not have been thinking of laying the 
groundwork for curbing trouble. It was the chief's old high school, 
and he may have been interested only for that reason. But it was 
the contrast to a lot of the news coming from the campuses today 
that made it a wire service news story. 


If it was a spontaneous occasion, as it may well have been, not 


figured out in advance as part of a strategy for gaining the con- 
fidence of youth, it was just one of those heart-warming little 
gestures that really do improve relations all around. 


But sometimes in trying to be friends to youngsters we may try 


too hard. For the most part, things are likely to work out better if 
we concentrate on trying to do the right thing for everyone — and 
ourselves. It is quite obvious that we can't ignore youth, even if we 
should want to. And we don't want to. But our main energies should 
not go to arranging the affairs of youth. That is something for them 
to do themselves. 


This is not saying one thing or the other in regard to the violent 


and destructive manifestations. It is simply to say that it is well for 
adults to put their best efforts into seeking goals that youth can 
hope to equal and surpass.

WASHINGTON — In their 


haste to aet out of Cambodia on 
scheduler U. S. 
troops are 


burning captured rice that is 
urgently needed to feed hungry 
Vietnamese refugees. 


The U. S. publicity machine 


has been grinding out stories 
about the capture of 2,500 tons of 
Viet 
Cong 
rice 
and 
its 


humanitarian use to feed the 
refugees. But my associate Les 
Whitten, writing from 
the 


combat zone, reports: 


"Despite the artificial winds 


stirred up by the propagandists, 
the rice is one place and the 
refugees another. To be sure, 
about 37 perhaps 40 tons a day 
have been trucked or otherwise 
transported to the refugees who 
need at least 40 tons a day. 


"But at this rate, the Army 


can't move the rice out of 
Cambodia fast enough to meet 
the July 1 withdrawal deadline. 
A maximum of 1,600 tons can be 
shipped across the Cambodian 
border in time. This would leave 
900 tons of precious food to be 
destroyed." 


U. S. troops are solving the 


problem, states Whitten, by 
burning the rice. "Schedules 
have been drawn up for U. S. 
destruction of the rice," he 
writes, "and the smoky fires one 
sees from a fighter plane over 
Cambodia is, sad to say, the food 
that might have saved children 
from starvation in less mad 
times." 


ESCALATION DANGER 


There is ironic evidence that 


the U. S. pullout from Vietnam 
may result in escalating rather 
than reducing the allied war 
effort. 


South Vietnamese military 


leaders, interviewed by Les 
Whitten, have made it dear they 
will use every available weapon 
to hit back at North Vietnam if 
the Communists continue to 
press the war 
after 
the 


Americans leave. 


This could still involve the U. 


S. since President Nixon plans 
to leave about 60,000 troops in 
Vietnam indefinitely to provide 
air, artillery, and logistical 
support for the South Viet- 
namese. 


For some time, the South 


Vietnamese Air Force has been 
itching for combat in North 
Vietnam skies. Specifically, the 
men who fly for Saigon would 
like to obliterate the busy port of 
Haiphong through which the 
Communist 
war 
supplies 


stream. 


Even President Johnson, who 


ordered the bombing of the 
north in the mistaken belief it 
could end the war, hesitated to 
attack Haiphong. The Soviets 
warned, for instance, that they 
would be compelled to take 
military action if their ships in 
Haiphong harbor were bombed. 


But the South Vietnamese 


pilots, who fly with dash and 
skill, see the port as the main 
source of the enemy's firepower. 
Without the U. S. 
to restrain 


them, they would be mightily 
tempted to blast Haiphong. 


SECRET BOMBING PLANS 


The U. S., of course, has 


drawn up contingency plans for 
bombing the port. For years, 
these plans have been kept on 
file with occasional updatings. 
Now that South Vietnamese 
fighter-bomber squadrons are 
doing competent assault work, 
the Sagion 
government is 


looking longingly at the plans for 
knocking out the port. 


An updated intelligence report 


on Haiphong, slipped to this 
column, gives the military 
rationale for shutting the port — 
without recommending how it be 
done or dealing with the political 
consequences. 


"The Haiphong port complex 


is vital to North Vietnam today 
because it is the only entre-port 
through which massive amounts 
of material can flow to sustain 
the North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong war effort," the document 
asserts. 


"Without this port facility, the 


economy of the country would be 
severely crippled. It is through 
Haiphong that most Soviet aid 
reaches Hanoi." 


Shutting it down, suggests the 


intelligence document, would 
"further aggravate" Russian- 
Chinese relations "inasmuch as 
Peking has at times denied 
permission for Soviet support to 
cross China into North Viet- 
nam." 


AMERICAN SHIP OWNERS 


Navy Intelligence estimates 


that 300 ships a year enter the 
port from almost every Com- 
munist country. Another 60 to 
100 non-Communist ships calls 
at Haiphong each year from 
Britain, Cyprus, Japan, Malta, 
Singapore, Somalia and other 
countries. Some of these ships, 
we have learned reliably, have 
Americans as partial owners 
through 
devious 
corporate 


arrangements. 


The intelligence 
documents 


declare that "the policy of 
halting the bombing of North 
Vietnam, and the earlier policy 
of minimizing damage to North 
Vietnam's navigational network 
has undoubtedly given that 
country an important advantage 
over South Vietnam." 


During the U. S. bombing of 


the north, "key industries, dams 
and ports were left virtually 
untouched. . . Thus North 
Vietnam is effectively freed to 
build its economy without 
harassment, 
save only for 


manpower 
and 
monetary 


chains," says ihe-raport. 


Indeed, nature has done more 


damage to Haiphong than has 
the war. Located in the Red 
River delta, the port is con- 
stantly silting. Dredging goes on 
continuously to keep it open for 
deep draft vessels. 


The South Vietnamese Air 


Force sees this as a particular 
aid to any future bombing effort. 
By destroying the dredges, they 
would eventually close the port.

Primary" Marler 
said, "It 


would be virtually an impossible 
task for the Legislature to come 
up with a tax increase m excess 
of one billion dollars within 28 


days which would be fair or 
equitable 
Additionally, the 


Legislative Analyst's office has 
noted that the 1 3 billion dollar 
tax increase would cover only 
the first year costs of the 
program, as the costs would 
increase approximately 175 
million dollars each year 
thereafter so that within five 
years the additional state cost 
for billion dollars" Senator 
Marler noted, "The supporters 
of Proposition 8 claim the 
necessary state tax increase 
would be partially offset by 
lower property taxes, however, 
since the main purpose of 
Proposition 8 is to increase 
revenue for public education, 
there is no question but that its 
passage would mean an overall

There was a news story from San Francisco one day last week 
reporting the great hit some policemen made at Mission High 
School with a singing and rock music act. And, the news story 
reported, Police Chief Al Nelder spoke to the students just long 
enough to present a check for $358 he had helped raise to buy 
warmup jackets for a school team , 


There was another story about Governor Reagan speaking at a 
Town Hall meeting in Anaheim calling on students to help put down 
violence on campuses by pointing out those who threw the rocks. 
Then there was a third story, from Berkeley, reporting that 18 
University of California students presented Chancellor Roger W, 
Heyns. a document demanding that professors on the Berkeley 
campus either teach classes as originally constituted or not be 
paid. 


All three of those incidents have the common background of 
student unrest — even the happy occasion of the Mission High 
School assembly entertained by San Francisco policemen Chief 
Nelder and his men may not have been thinking of laying the 
groundwork for curbing trouble It was the chief • old high *rh«*»l 
and he may have been interested only for that reason But it was 
the contrast to a lot of the news coming from the campuses today 
that made It a wire service news story. 


If it was a spontaneous occasion, as it may weU have been, not 
figured out In advance as part of a strategy for gaining the con­ 
fidence of youth, it was just one of those heart-warming little 
gestures that really do improve relations all around 


But sometimes in trying to be friends to youngsters we may try 
too hard For the most part, things are likely to work out better if 
we concentrate on trying todo the right thii* for everyone - and 
ourselves It is quits obvious that we can't ignore youth even If wa 
should want to And we don t wont to But our main snergios should 
not go to arranging the affairs of youth Thot is eomeOui* for them

WASHINGTON — In their 
haste to get out of Cambodia on 
schedule, U. S. 
troops are 
burning captured rice that is 
urgently needed to feed hungry 
Vietnamese refugees. 
The U. S. publicity machine 
has been grinding out stories 
about the capture of 2,500 tons of 
Viet 
Cong 
rice 
and 
its 
humanitarian use to feed the 
refugees. But my associate Les 
Whitten, writing from the 
combat zone, reports: 
"Despite the artificial winds 
stirred up by the propagandists, 
the rice is one place and the 
refugees another. To be sure, 
about 37 perhaps 40 tons a day 
have been trucked or otherwise 
transported to the refugees who 
need at least 40 tons a day. 
"But at this rate, the Army 
can’t move the rice out of 
Cambodia fast enough to meet 
the July 1 withdrawal deadline. 
A maximum of 1,600 tons can be 
shipped across the Cambodian 
border in time. Thla would leave 
900 tona of precious food to be 
destroyed." 
U. S. troops are solving the 
problem, states Whitten, by 
burning the rice. '‘Schedules 
heve been drawn up for U. S. 
destruction of the rice,” he 
writes, "and the smoky fires one 
sees from a figh'er plane over 
Cambodia ia, sad to say, the food 
that might have saved children 
from starvation in leas mad 
timae"

SECRET BOMBING PLANS 
The U. S., of course, has 
drawn up contingency plans for 
bombing the port. For years, 
these plans have been kept on 
file with occasional updatings. 
Now that South Vietnamese 
flghter-bomber squadrons are 
doing competent assault work, 
the Sagion government is 
looking longingly at the plans for 
knocking out the port. 
An updated intelligence report 
on Haiphong, slipped to this 
column, gives the military 
rationale for shutting the port — 
without recommending how it be 
done or dealing with the political 
consequences.

Pop Frozen Beef Into Hot Oven 


By CECILY BROWNSTONE 
Associated Press Food Editor 
We've just tried a new way to 


roast beef and found it ex- 
tremely successful 
You, too, 


might find it convenient 


By this method you wrap a top 


sirloin beef roast in heavy duty 
aluminum foil and freeze it 
When you decide to cook the 
meat, no thawing is necessary 
All you have to do is to remove 
the meat from the freezer, place 
it (m its wrapped frozen state) 
in a shallow roasting pan, loosen 
the foil over the top, open the foil 
at the ends and pop it into the 
oven 


About half an hour before the 


cooking time is up, you turn 
back the foil completely and add 
seasonings and liquid for the 
gravy, then continue roasting 
until done Easy and good' 


ROAST BEEF WITH GRAVY 


4 pounds (about) top 


sirloin beef roast,wrapped 


in foil and frozen 


1 cup dry red wine 
2 teaspoons salt 
Generous sprinkling of 


freshly grated pepper 


1 clove garlic, crushed 
l can (lOVa ounces) 


condensed beef broth 
(bouillon) 


Butter 
Instant flour 
Remove foil-wrapped 
roast 


from freezer Place in a shallow 
roasting pan and loosen the foil 
over the top of the meat and 
open the foil at the ends 


Roast in a 400-degree oven, 


allowing 40 minutes per pound 
About 30 minutes before time is 
up, remove roast from oven and 
turn back the foil completely 
With a bulb-type baster or 
spoon, remove most of the fat 
from the drippings in the foil 


Pour wine over roast in 


foil Mix salt, pepper and garlic 
quickly spread over meat in- 
sert meat thermometer return 


to oven and continue roasting at 
400 degrees until thermometer 
registers 120 degrees for very 
rare, 140 for medium or 160 for 
well done 


Transfer roast (without foil) 


to a carving board or platter 
Pour juices into a 1-quart 
measure, remove excess fat, to 
the juices add the undiluted beef 
broth and, if necessary, enough 
water to make 2 cups or more 
For the gravy, allow 1 to 1M> 
tablespoons butter and 1 to 1% 
tablespoons flour for each CUD of

Senator Fred W. Marler, Jr. 
has today again stated his 
strong opposition to Proposition 
8 on the June 2 Primary Ballot. 
The proposal, sponsored by 
the 
California 
Teachers 
Association, would provide 
additional tax revenue for public 
education by requiring the state 
Legislature to supply 50 percent 
of the funding for local school 
districts. Senator Marler said 
Proposition 8, if passed, would 
"require the Legislature to 
increase 
state 
taxes 
by 
$1,130,000,000 (one billion, one 
hundred thirty million dollars) 
within 28 days after the June 2 
Primary." Marler said, "It 
would be virtually an impossible 
task for the Legislature to come 
up with a tax increase In excess 
of one billion dollars within 28 


days which would be fair or 
equitable. 
Additionally, the 
Legislative Analyst’s office has 
noted that the 1.3 billion dollar 
tax increase would cover only 
the first year costs of the 
program, as the costs would 
increase approximately 175 
million dollars each year 
thereafter so that within five 
years the additional state cost 
for billion dollars." Senator 
Marler noted, “The supporters 
of Proposition 8 claim the 
necessary state tax increase 
would be partially offset by 
lower property taxes; however, 
since the main purpose of 
Proposition 8 is to increase 
revenue for public education, 
there ia no question but that its 
passage would mean an overall 
tax increase for all Californians. 


Furthermore," said Senator 
Marler, "aside from a $250 in­ 
crease in the homeowners 
exemption there is nothing in 
Proposition 8 which would 
require lower property taxes, 
even though it masquerades as a 
tax relief measure."

Rock Old As Solar System Found On Moon 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) — 


Wholesale food prices dropped 
in May, but costs of industrial 
raw materials continued rising, 
the government said in a 
preliminary report Tuesday. 


The climb of three-tenths of 


one per cent for a broad range of 
industrial commodities out- 
weighed a drop of five-tenths of 
one per cent for farm products, 
processed foods and feeds. The 
effect was to push the Labor 
Department's wholesale price 
index up two-tenths of one per 
cent to 116.8. 


The index figure means it 


costs $116.80 on the average last 
month for every $100 worth of 
wholesale food and industrial 
products in the 1957-59 period on 
which the index is based. 


It was a substantial drop in 


food prices last month that 
caused the index to remain level 
for the first time in 18 months 
and the wholesale decline for 
food also showed up in the April 
consumer price index, showing 
grocery prices unchanged in 
April for the American con- 
sumers' only break in living 
costs still spiralling upward at a 
rate of six per cent a year. 


The preliminary report for 


May showed the wholesale price 
index 3.5 per cent above a year 
ago, representing a smaller 
annual climb than the figures of 
four per cent or more that 
prevailed through late 1969. 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics 


said lower prices for meat and 
fish we^e largely responsible for 
the wholesale drop this month. 
There were also declines for 
manufactured animal feeds, 
fats, oils, black pepper, hogs, 
cattle, lambs, fresh eggs and 
hay. 


There were price increases for 


fresh and dried vegetables, 
fresh fruits, live poultry, raw 
cotton, milk and coffee. 


"Substantial increases in 


gasoline prices were the most 
important influence on the in- 
dustrials' index in May," the 
report said. 


"Electric power, residual 


fuels, bituminous coal and 
middle distillate also were 
higher among fuels," it said. 


"Metals and metal products 


continued to move up with 
higher prices for steel mill 
products, iron and steel scrap, 
nonferrous metals and a variety 
of fabricated metal products. 
Machinery 
and 
equipment 


prices advanced at the same 
pace as in the previous three 
months," the bureau said. 


"Lumber and wood product 


prices continued to rebound for 
the second month following an 
earlier 
almost 
continuous 


decline of twelve months. Other 
significant increases included

c h e m i c a l s , 


miscellaneous rubber products 
and motor vehicle parts," it 
said.

SPACE CENTER, Houston 


(AP) —- A rock which may date 
from the birth of the solar 
system has been found among 
the moon samples brought to 
earth by Apollo 12, officials here 
say 


The rock, about the size of a 


lemon, "has an apparent age of 
4 6 billion years, clearly the 


oldest rock yet found on the 
moon," and older than any rock 
found on earth, the officials said. 


Some meteorites, which land 


on the earth and moon from 
space, have been found to be 4.5 
to 4.6 billion years old, but the 
Apollo 12 rock is the oldest ever 
discovered to be native to the 
earth or to the moon. 


"To discover a rock on a 


planet that is the same age as 


the planet is very significant," a 
Manned Spacecraft Center 
scientist said Tuesday. The find 
indicates that the surface layers 
of the moon have changed very 
little since the formation of the 
solar system, he added. 


he said the rock has about 20 


times as 
much 
uranium, 


thorium, and potassium as any 
other lunar rock examined. 


Gast said tests will be con- 


ducted on tne rock to determine 
if it contains the decay product 
of iodine 129 a short-lived and 
now extinct isotope which is

Wholesale food prices dropped 
in May, but costs of industrial 
raw materials continued rising, 
the government said in a 
preliminary report Tuesday. 
The climb of three-tenths of 
one per cent for a broad range of 
industrial commodities out­ 
weighed a drop of five-tenths of 
one per cent for farm products, 
processed foods and feeds. The 
effect was to push the Labor 
Department’s wholesale price 
index up two-tenths of one per 
cent to 118.8. 
The index figure means it 
costs $116 80 on the average last 
month for every $100 worth of 
wholesale food and industrial 
products in the 1957-59 period on 
which the index is based. 
It was a substantial drop in 
food prices last month that 
caused the index to remain level 
for the first time in 18 months 
and the wholesale decline for 
food also showed up in the April 
consumer price index, showing 
grocery prices unchanged in 
April for the American con­ 
sumers’ only break in living 
costs still spiralling upward at a 
rate of six per cent a year. 


The preliminary report for 
May showed the wholesale price 
index 3.8 per cent above a year 
ago, representing a smaller 
annual climb than the figures of 
four per cent or more that 
prevailed through late I MB 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
said lower prices for meat and 
fish were largely responsible for 
the wholesale drop this month. 
There were also declines for 
manufactured animal feeds, 
fats, oils, black pepper, hogs, 
cattle, lambs, fresh eggs and 
hay. 
There were price increases for 
fresh and dried vegetables, 
fresh fruits, live poultry, raw 
cotton, milk and coffee. 
“Substantial increases in 
gasoline prices were the most 
important influence on the in­ 
dustrials’ index in May,” the 
report said. 
“Electric power, residual 
fuels, bituminous coal and 
middle distillate also were 
higher among fuels,” it said. 
"Metals and metal products 
continued to move up with 
higher pricea for steel mill 
products, iron and steel scrap, 
nonferrous metals and a variety 
of fabricated metal products. 
Machinery 
and equipment 
prices advanced at the same 
pace as in the previous three 
months," the bureau said. 
"Lumber and wood product 
prices continued to rebound for 
the second month following an 
earlier

continuous

HOLLYWOOD (AP) — A year 
ago, Gregory Peck indicated 
that stodgy old Oscar was going 
to get a facelift. Now it has 
happened. 
In recent times, critics have 
accused the Academy of Motion 
Picture Arts and Sciences of 
being 
establishment-oriented. 
Oscar’s gaze, they claimed, was 
toward Hollywood’s golden but 
long-gone past. 
The Board of Governors in­ 
stituted a two-year study of the 
member roster. A committee 
went through the list, branch by 
branch and member by mem­ 
ber. 
The review brought changes 
in status for 497 members. 
Three hundred and thirty-nine 
members 
were 
made 
associates, which means they 
cannot vote for awards. The 
Academy has also tightened up 
the rules on qualifications for 
new members; more experience 
in films will be required. 
Last week Peck announced 


another change: the members of 
the public relations branch were 
being switched to associate 
membership, thus depriving 
them of voting for the awards. 
‘‘An eight-man committee 
headed by Daniel Taradash of 
the writers’ branch was ap­ 
pointed to review complaints 
about the changes,” said an 
Academy spokesman. "So far 
only 13 out of the 567 changes 
have been reversed." 
The new setup reduces the 
Academy electorate from 3,172 
to 2,802. Peck believes that the 
reduced total will be more 
responsive to what is current in 
the film world. 
But the real challenge lies 
ahead. Not only must the 
Academy revise its present 
membership; it must also at­ 
tract the young film makers who 
are bringing excitement to the 
movie business today. So far 
they show little inclination to 
join the academy or anything 
else 
that 
smacks 
of 
the 
establishment.
